HE “WAS WILLING TO WITHDRAW 


If It Had Been Decided Vhat His Democ- 
racy Was Not Sound He Was Under 
Promise to Come Down. 


Birmingham, Ala., October 3.—(Special.)— 
The democratic executive committee of 
the seventh district met here ton'ght at 
the request of W. H. Denson, democratic 
nominee of that district for congress, to 
investigate certain charges as to his de- 
mocracy tha: had been preferred against 
him. After passing several resolutions, the 
committee exonerated him from the 
charges. In a letter he stated that he 
would resign ff the committee thought best 
and would abide by the action of the com- 
mittee. He declared that if he were taken 
down he would support the nominee. 

The majority of the democrats of Ala- 
bama are greatly distressed over the per- 
sistent efforts of the cuckoo papers of the 
state to persecute Congressman Denson, 
the democratic nominee for congress from 
the seventh district, and prevent his re- 
turn to Washington. It may be true that 
Colonel Denson has hedged perhaps too 
much. He is strictly an anti-administra- 
tion man and he has not hesitated to say 
so. He has gone too far in his criticisms 
of the party leaders, many admit, but it is 
an unquestioned: fact that DenSon is the 
only democrat who can get to congress 
from his district. The district gave Kolb 
last month 4,500 majority over Oates. On 
account of his personai following and his 
liberal views, Denson can get enough votes 
from the otner side to elect him. This fact 
is hardly disputed. As an astute politic- 
ian puts it, “A democrat has got to hedge 
to get there in the seventh.’”” Now a ma- 
jority of the democrats are confident that 
Denson is at heart a true democrat and 
believe that his mistakes have criginated 
mcre in the head than of the heart.

HUSSEY ON THE RUN. 


Gof Springs Another Sensation Before 
the Lexow Committee, 


Witnesses Testify That He Threatened 
to Shoot a Man in Court—Dramatic 
Scenes During the Investigation. 


New York, October 3.—Those who were 
fortunate enough to gain admittance to 
the sessions of the Lexow investigation 
committee today witnessed two scenes de- 
cidedly dramatic in their nature. Mrs. 
Urchittel the Russian woman who, almost 
a stranger in the country, running a small 
cigar store, was arrested on the charge of 
keeping a disorderly house and kept in jail 
many months, “treated as even the czar 
of Russia would not treat an American,” 
according to Chief Counsel Goff, was placed 
on the witness stand. She alléged that her 
arrest was due to her refusal to pay $0 
to the police. The testimony of the witness 
remained unshaken, but the officers tried 
to explain the story, but could not agree as 
to the way the thing happened. Mrs. Ur- 
chittel’s children are still in the orphan 
asylum, and the lamentations and the ap- 
parent mental suffering of the woman 
elicited sympathy from all those who wit- 
messed her ‘examination.

She claims that the ward 
man is the author of all her woes. Excit- 
edly springing up she started and demanded 
her children. It was with difficulty that 
she was pacified. Had she been able to 
understand the English language and cus- 
toms she must have enjoyed exquisite re- 
venge a little later when Officer Hussey 
was called to the stand. He expected to 
be called upon to explain away his con- 
nection with the case, but Chief Counsel 
Goff indulged in another of those dramatic 
surprises which he is continually springing 
upon the New York public. Instead of 
reverting to the events of the past few 
months, Mr. Goff inquired: 

“Now, Hussey, have you not just threat- 
ened to shoot a man in this courtroom?” 

The interrogatory was answered with a 
negative. But Officer Hussey grew red 
and white in the face by turns when half 
a dozen witnesses testified that he threat- 
ened to shoot one Peffer, an east side 
Hebrew, employed by Mr. Goff. The wit- 
ness nearly fainted in the courtroom at 
the evidence presented against him to 
show that he threatened to kill Peffer. He 
reached for a glass of water and drank it 
eagerly, intense interest being taken by 
the members of the committee, police and 
strangers. 

The scene became a painful one. Hussey 
told Mr. Goff that he was under the doctor’s 
orders, that it would not do for him to get 
excited; that it was his family he cared 
for and not himself.

United States in trade and commerce 
that will hold the metal at that value.

Let Us Consolidate Our Elections. 

The experiment of holding our state 
election and city primary on the same 
day worked so admirably yesterday, and 
gave such general satisfaction that a 
proposition to consolidate all of our 
elections will doubtless be favorably 
recejved. 

Yesterday’s elections and primary had 
the effect of drawing out a larger num- 
ber of voters of all classes than has been 
the case for many years past. Our best 
citizens manifested a lively interest in 
the work of the day, and cheerfully 
left their business and gave their em- 
ployes a chance to go to the polls. 

This is precisely what is needed in 
every community with a representative 
government. If the people are going 
to rule in our local, state and federal 
affars there should be the fullest and 
fairest possible expression of their will 
at every election. 

Heretofore many good citizens have 
neglected the important duty of voting 
because the numerous elections and pri- 
maries vexed them and caused a great 
loss of time. We had state, county, 
municipal and federal elections, all on 
different days—four elections, with four 
primaries, practically eight elections in 
all. Naturally busy and industrious citi- 
zens do not like to have so much time 
unnecessarily consumed in this way. 
It was a step in the right direction 
when the city consolidated the city prt- 
mary with the state election, and the 
new plan worked so well yesterday that 
there is a general desire to see it ex- 
tended. 

We must still go through with a fed- 
eral election in November, a city elec- 
tion in December and a county election 
in January next. This multiplicity of 
elections is all wrong. Why not con- 
solidate them? If the legislature at its 
coming session will pass an act moving 
the state election forward from October 
to the day set for the federal election in 
November, like in almost every other 
state, and appoint the same day for 
the county elections now held in Janu- 
ary, our cities and towns will gladly ac- 
cept that day for their local elections. 
Then there will be only one election day 
and primary day instead of the eight 
days now devoted to those purposes. 

The change will save a great deal of 
time and the thousands of voters who 
have been accustomed to lose half a day 
or a whole day on these eight occasions 
will be the gainers by it, and the state 
will also gain by the time and produc- 
tive labor saved in this way. We can- 
not think of any sound objection to this 
plan, and it is to be hoped that the next 
legislature will give it: due considera- 
tion. Surely, {ft will not be claimed that 
there is any advantage in polling a small 
vote at our elections. If that is the 
case, then we might as well leave the 
control of our affairs to a few small 
rings. Of course this is entirely opposed 
to the theory and the spirit of our gov- 
ernment. The very essence of democ- 
racy is the idea that the peeple rule, and 
they cannot rule unless they fully ex- 
press their will in our popular elections. 
Anything that tends to bring out a large 
vote should be encouraged, and the full 
vote polled in this county yesterday 
should convince everybody of the ad- 
vantages attending the consolidation of 
our elections. 

We believe that the suggestion here 
made will be very generally endorsed by 
the best people of the state, and the 
next thing in order is to shape it into 
practical execution. ‘The new system

less includes the right to live in any house 


“that he cin buy and pay for. It does not 


appear that the neighborhood is “restricted,” 
and even if it were, nobody ever heard of a 
restriction against the ownership or occu- 
pancy of houses by n The contin- 
gency is too slight to have been provided 
against, There really seems to be -noth- 
ing to do but to buy off the black man, 
and.the black man demands, in addition 
to the return of his purchase money, $1,000 
“for his trouble.” , 


The Times goes on to administer a 
rebuke to the Brooklyn citizens, but it 
is not likely to have any effect. The 
truth is, there is a stronger and a more 
unreasonable prejudice against the ne- 
groes in the north than there ever was 
in the south. In this section the blacks 
find no difficulty in obtaining employ- 
ment, and when they get into trouble 
the whites are always ready to aid 
them. In the north it has always been 
otherwise. There the negroes are barred 
out of nearly every occupation. North- 
ern philanthropists donate millions for 
the education of the negro, but they 
only have in view the southern negro. 
The black man who lives next door to 
them is always ignored. 

This peculiar phase of the race prob- 
lem in America deserves more attention 
than it has received.

chanical pursuits, and ever since He worked 
in the carpenter shop He has shed a halo 
around the workshop. Sixty years ago an 
eminent French writer, De Tocqueville, 
speaking of the United States, said: ‘‘With us 
every honest work is honorable.’’ He could 
not pay a higher tribute to the genius of 
our country or the spirit of our institutions, 
Surely labor is held in as high esteem to- 
day as it was then. 

With tlie better class of sensible 


Americans labor is, of course, honorable, 
but De Tocqueville did not know the 
new men who now dominate our society. 

Thousands of our Christians try to 
forget that Christ was ever a carpenter. 
They take the position that men who la- 
bor with their hands belong to an in- 
ferior class and constitute a dangerous 
element. And yet in’ America these 
Christian society leaders are almost 
without exception the sons and grand- 
sons of men who won their way in the 
world as farmers, mechanics or common 
laborers. 

Cardinal Gibbons has done society and 
public morality a good service by bring- 
ing out this emphatic mention of the 
fact that Christ himself was a mechanic, 
a carpenter, who earned his daily bread 
by the sweat of his brow. 

In these hard times our people need 
this lesson more than ever. We need 
it especially in this age of general free 
education. ‘The light and genteel pro- 
fessions and occupations will never af- 
ford enough employment for the teem- 
ing millions of this continent. The la- 
borer will always be a necessary fac- 
tor in our society, and the people who 
underrate him, and attempt to degrade 
him are neither patriotic nor enlight- 
ened. 

A superior mechanic is entitled to as 
much respect as the superior profes- 
sional man or business man.

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COMPOSITORS TO MEET. 


Some Grave Questions Are to Come Up 
for Discussion. 

Chicago, Ill., October 3.—Next Monday, 
the forty-second annual convention 
of the International Typograph- 
ical Union will open at Louisville, Ky. It 
will be the largest convention in the his- 
tory of this noted trade organization, dele- 
gates having been elected from every dis- 
trict in the United States and Canada. 
The deliberations of- the congress, more- 
over, will be of unprecedented importance 
from the fact that the effect of the rapid 
adoption of type-setting machines and other 
matters of vital interest to the fraternity 
will be considered at length and acted 


upon. 

An advance proof of the annual report 
of President W. B. Prescott, of Indlanapo- 
lis, which will be presented on the open- 
ing day of the convention, reached this city 
today. It deals at length with a score of 
questions affecting the fraternity and inci- 
dentally of interest to the world of trade 
unionism at large. Touching upon ‘“Ma- 
chines and Their Effect,’’ President Pres- 


cott will say: A 

“Coincident with and perhaps in a meas- 
ure attributable to, the depression through 
which the world has been passing, ma- 
chines were introduced in large numbers 
throughout the country. Based on the 
most reliable information obtainable, it is 
a conservative statement to say that these 
devices—of which there are about 1,450 in 
operation, according to the various manu- 
facturers—have .deprived 3,500 of our mem- 
bers of employment. True to the history 
and ethics of trade unionism we have not 
antagonized their introduction, but have 
with some reluctance, it may be, readily 
formulated scales and entered into agree- 
ments suitable to the changed conditions. 
Many new questions have and will arise to 
harass and aggravate us, and in dealing 
with them it will benefit us and the future 
of the craft to be deliberate, accepting the 
inevitable and securing the very best terms 
possible. It would be a foolish invasion 
of irrefutable facts to deny or close our 
eyes to the inevitable truth that machines 
for a time are placing us at a decided dis- 
advantage in dealing with employers. This, 
too, can only be minified by the applica- 
tion of the basic principle of unionism— 
hearty, acquiescence in the majority's will. 

“It has been advocated in some quarters 
tl.at the international union secure control 
ot patents of existing machines or offer 
inventors’ inducements for the  in- 
vention of new ones, renting them to 
publishers and others. This may be dis- 
missed as chimerical. The manufacturers 
of one of the most successful machines 
on the market expended about $1,000,000 
before any financial return was forthcom- 
ing, and it is thought this concern is even 
now preventing, to it, disastrous vompe- 
tition only on account of its immense capi- 
tal and consequent ability to take ad- 
vantage of legal technicalities, or defend 
its supposed rights under our patent laws. 
Owing to the acute inventive genius of the 
age, the life of any machine is problemati- 
cal, and it would take an accumulation 
of capital far beyond our powers to suc- 
cessfully undertake the manufacture of 
one and maintain its supremacy. Amid the 
darkness and gloom that. surrounds the 
introduction of machines it is pleasing to 
know that in the majority of instances 
employers have shown a disposition to en- 
gage their old employes as operators, thus 
effecting the least possible disturbance in 
the personnel of the affected unions. While 
urable to condone any local union regula- 
tion which sought to deprive international 
cerd-holders of their legal rights, what in- 
fluence your officers have had has been 
exercised in urging employers to forego 
the importation of staffs, and advising 
unions to impres$S this upon their mem- 
bers, even going to the extent of urging the 
adoption of particularly liberal students’ 


It is hoped that similar mistakes will not 
be made in the future, and it is thought a 
strong recommendation emanating from the. 
convention will tend to their avoidance.” 
In his general introduction, President 
Prescott will deal in still more emphatic 
language with the same subject, as fol- 
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of the handicraft

and emphatically understood that any at- 


tempt at secession will be fought with all 
the energy and vigor with which the or- 
genization is fr The interests in- 
volved are many, and it would be suicidal 
to permit any element or class to obtain 
strategetical positions which would make it 
dictator: It is palpable that a semblance 
of a helpful organization can only be main- 
taired by harmonious action after calm and 
dispassionate deliberation on the situation. 
While, as before stated, thero is no crying 
necessity for an immediate change, We can 
profitably discuss the future of our craft 
and organization. : To my mind the Best in- 
terests of all will be subserved by the crea- 
tion of. divisions,.one branch comprehend- 
ing all those employed on the newspapocrs 
and other composing trades that enter into 
the manufacturé of books, and are required 
in the production of job work, all to be em- 
braced in one general organization, whose 
chief function will be to disburse benefits 
and give effect to necessary regulations 
for offensive and defensive purposes. While 
this will to a great extent be a matter 
of evolution, I submit that We have a diffi- 
cult problem, and in endeavoring to reach 
@ satisfactory solution the best thought and 
brightest minds within our ranks will have 
to be impressed into-service.” - 

President Prescott will pay his respects 
to the Printers’ Protective Fraternity, 
while avoiding naming it directly, in the 
following forcible style: 

“Last year four officers were authorized 
to expend a considerable sum in making 
an effort to extirpate a nefarious gang of 
pariahs,; led by as degraded and malignant 
a set of spirits as ever disgraced the hu- 
man race, and something was done in the 
direction indicated. But the utter obse- 
quiousness and ‘sefrvility of these people, 
together with the overpowring commercial 
stagnation, soon convinced your officers and 
the unions most directly interested that a 
further expenditure would be a waste of 
energy and money and the attempt was 
abandoned.’ | 
‘Notwithstanding the severity and wide- 
spread influence of the recent period of 
depression, President Prescott will say that 
the memberghip of the organization has 
increased during the past year by over 1,000, 
exclusive of 1,000 German-speaking printers, 
who affiliated in accordance with the agree- 
ment approved by the plebiscite. Nearly 
every principal city in the country is rep- 
resented by the new charters issued dur- 
ing the year. Financially the union is in 
excellent shape, the general fund continu- 
ing to accumulate. Despite the prevail- 
ing conditions of the past year the re- 
ceipts have more than equaled expendi- 
tures. Reference is made to the failure 
of the Indianapol bank, in which the 
funds of the union were deposited, and it 
is figured out that after the final dividend 
has been declared the union will sustain a 
net loss of about $12,000. With the idea 
of‘again reducing this amount suit has been. 
instituted against the directors as individ- 
uals and the union is believed to have’ an 
excellent case. The report will deal with 
the pressmen’s embroglio, with the condi- 
tion of the printers’ home at Colorado 
Springs and with the question of shorter 
hours. On the latter question the report 
will refer to the defeat last year on a vote 
of the membership of the proposition mak- 
ing nine hours a day’s work. On this 
point, President Prescott will say: 

“It is evident that the causes which go 
to make shorter hours such a necessity 
at this time also serve to impart hope to 
wie Opposition, and should warn us that 
adequate preparation is more necessary 
than ever. In a business where the profits 
are not usually inordinate, and in which the 
cost of material and rent are such potent 
factors in the cost of production, it is 
futile to suppose that employers will make 
a change so long as there is a seeming op- 
portunity for successful resistance. There- 
fore, it will be a duty to formulate some 
plan for submission to the membership 
which contains, as a prerequisite to the 
adoption of a shorter workday, a means 
for accumulating a large fund for the pur- 
pose of prosecuting the fight. The most 
cursory observer of recent events in the 
labor world must be convinced that to 
overlook this most essential feature will 
be a prelude to a worse state than the 
existing one. Though the industrial out- 
look is not an encouraging one just now, 
yet this is the proper time to make prepar- 
ation. - Now is the time to buckle on our 
armor and prepare for the fray.”

Soon after they ar- 
rived they thought they noticed that some- 
thing else besides politics enlivened the 
mass of voters who remained about the 
place. They watched closely. A solicitous 
candidate walked into the drug store arm 
in arm with a doubtful voter.

The voting done by the many members of 
the Industrial Union yesterday was not 
for any one ticket. The endorsement of a 
few nights before went for naught and 
now there seems to be grave disruption in 
the union. 

From what is known of the laws of the 
union the names of candidates seeking 
endorsement are referred to a committee, 
known as the committee on organization, 
whose duty it is to investigate the claims 
and record of all candidates and make 
recommendation to the union as to their, 
fitness and qualifications for the offices to 
which they aspire. 

It appears that at the meeting mentioned 
above the committee on organization had 
reported back the names of one candidate 
for each office voted for yesterday, with a 
unanimous recommendation that those. 
gentlemtn compose the ticket to be en- 
dorsed by the union. 

At an open meeting of the union and. 
laboring men generally, held last Friday 
night, which was intended to be a ratifica- 
tion meeting of the ticket endorsed, Col- 
onel Albert Howell, Sr., Councilman Welch, 
of the fifth ward, and others spoke in op- 
position to the ticket, alleging that the en- 
dorsement was filegal up to that time. 
Colonel Howell stated he had entered a mo- 
tion at the previous meeting to. reconsider 
the entire matter, which motion he claimed 
had not be acted upon, and which, under 
the rules of the union and general pariia- 
mentary law, would be the regular order 
of business to be voted upon at the next 
meeting, which was to be held on Tuesday 
night of this week. 

It is claimed that the union had no right 
to raise the campaign fund of something 
like $400 from the candidates, or to have 
a large banner bearing the names of the 
candidates endorsed hung over Alabama 
street opposite their hall, which banner 
has since waved in the breeze, despite the 
protests of citizens,the police having refused 
to order it taken down for want of juris- 
diction, the general council having con- 
sidered the matter and failed to take any 
action. 

It was generally expected among the 
members that the matter would be brought 
to a culmination at the regular meeting of 
the union, which was held night before last, 
and a large number of the mfembers repre- 
senting both factions put in an appearance 
to participate in the business on hand, the 
most important of which was the motion 
for reconsideration of the endorsement 
made at the previous meeting. How two 
meetings were held, one by each faction of 
the union, has already been told in The 
Constitution. 

The last meeting adopted the motion to 
reconsider the former action of the union 
as to the endorsement of a ticket, which 
had the effect of dividing the vote of the 
members in yesterday’s election. 

A commiteee was also appointed to in- 
vestigate the question of money said to 
have been contributed at a meeting of all 
the candidates held one day last week and 
to make a report on the whole affair. Some 
of the dissatisfied element were heard to 
say that the endorsement was engineered 
through the union by arbitrary methodg, 
without proper consideration and that their 
organizations would withdraw their repre- 
sentation in the union. It is said that at 
the next meeting of the union, which oa. 
curs next Tuesday night, there will be some 
sensational developments. 

The sentiment appears to be about evenly 
divided and the outcome of next Tuesday’s 
meeting will be awaited with much interest 
by the labor organizations and working 
people generally, the future welfare of the 
union being said to depend upon the action 
taken at that meeting.

The worst effects of the storm are to be 
seen at the insane asylum, which is three 
miles west of the business center of the 
city.

Killing of Dr. Ingate. 

Dr..d..T. Ingate, second agsistant physi- 
cian, and Dr. Robinson, the superintend- 
ent, Were standing in the hall talking just 
before the storm struck, and as they sepa- 
rated to go to their rooms the two towers 
} which crowned the main office portion, 
crashed through the three stories, burying 
Dr. Ingate under the debris of one of them. 
Dr. Robinson had a narrow escape, but by 
pressing up against the wall while bricks 
and heavy timbers were flying about his 
head in the dark, the lights having at 
once been extinguished, he succeeded ‘in 
getting out without injury. A heavy force 
of men worked all night and this forenoon 
in removing the debris to find the body 
of the unfortunate physician, but his re- 
rains were not uncovered until 11 o’clock 
He was found under a mass of brick ar 
timber in the vestibule of the main build- 
ing, lying on his face and mangled beyond 
recognition. His remaing were forwarded 
to his parents at Mobile, Ala., tonight. 

Besides the destruction wrought in the 
main building, the east wall of the male 
ward was completely torn away. Wards 1, 
°8, 56 and 7 are a total wreck. The roof is 
biown off and debris has been found haif a 
mile east. Pandemonium reigned after the 
fury of the storm had been spent. The 
cells in the south wing were occupied by 
inmates at the time. About fifteen escaped, 
but all but seven were recaptured. The 
following are still missing and it is not 
known whether they were killed or are at 
large: Quincy Jones, Dennis Callahan, 
James McPeters, William M. Miller, Wil-

The Convicts Were in Cells. 

The-storm did damage at the penitentiary 
aggregating $30,000. The south half of the 
roof of the cellhouse was completely torn 
away and carried outside the walls. The 
windows were all broken out, but very 
little damage was done to the interior. Many 
of the convicts were in their cells at the 
time and were not hurt. The new work- 
house, chapel and kitchen were badly 
wrecked. The third story and the east wall 
of the second story were blown down and

was cracked at the floor and inclined to 
the east 45-degrees.

Washington, October 3.—(Special.)—The 
control of the senate after March 4, 1895, is 
more involved in the coming elections than 
would appear at first indication. The pres- 
ent congress will see the terms of thirty 
serators expire, of whom fourteen are dem- 
ocrats. 

Those whose terms will expire are as fol- 
Ows: 


Democrats—Berry, of Arkansas; Butler, 


of South Carolina; Caffery, of Laev- 
isiana; Camden, of West Virginia;

McLaurin, of Mississippi; McPherson, of 
New Jersey;* Morgan, of Alabama, and 
Ransom, of North Carolina. 

Republicans—Carey, of Wyoming; Chan- 
dler, of New Hampshire; Cullom, of Illinois; 
Dixon, of Rhode Island; Dolph, of Oregon; 
Frye, of Maine; Higgins, of Delaware; 
Hoar, of Massachusetts; Manderson, of Ne- 
braska; McMillan, of Michigan; Pettigrew, 
of South Dakota; Power, of Montana; 
Shoup, of Idaho; Washburn, of Minnesota; 
Wilson, of Iowa, and Wolcott, of Colorado. 

Senators Lindsay, Caffery and Morgan 
have already been elected to succeed them- 
selves, A democratic successor has been 
chosen for Mr. Hunton, and a republican to 
succeed Mr. Wilson, of Iowa. There is no 
concern felt by either party except'in the 
States of Delaware, New Jersey, Illinois, 
Kansas and Nebraska. Senator Butler, if 
he does not succeed himself, will be de- 
feated by Governor Tillman, who will vote 
with the democrats. The republicans are 
making every effort to elect a successor 
for Martin, of Kansas, and McPherson, of 
New Jersey. There is a possibility that 
they will succeed in both states, but the 
probabilities are that they will succeed in 
neither. 

Democratic Chances.. 

The democrats are hopeful of filling the 
seats now held by Cullom, of Illinois, and 
Higgins, of Delaware, with men of their 
own party, and it begins to look reasonably 
ctrtain that Bryan, the boy orator of the 
Platte, will succeed Manderson, in Nebras- 
ka. Colorado can possibly be placed in the 
doubtful column, for it begins to look as if 
a populist might be elected to succeed Wol- 
cott. Inasmuch ag Wolcott is a republican 
end it will take a fusion of democrats and 
populists to defeat him, it can be reasonably 
expected that ‘his successor will vote with 
the democrats on party measures. 

There are now eight-five senators with 
vacancies existing in the states of Montana, 
Wyoming and Washington. The present 
conm_plaxion of the senate is 43 democrats, 
q7 republicans and § populists. During the 
coming session the three vacancies will, in 
all probability, be filled by republicans, in 
which event the republican strength will 
number forty. Now, if the republicans 
+should lose* Culldm “tind Higgins and gain 


; Martin and McPherson, which is doubtful, 


the democrats woyld still have a majority, 
but the balance of power would largely be 
in the hands of the populists, Allen, Jones 
of Nevada, Kyle, Péeffer and Stewart. In the 
meantime New Mexico and Utah are likely 
to send senators to the fifty-fourth con- 
gress, but the indications are that demo- 
crats will be sent from these two new 
states. This would give the democrats 47 
and place them in control of a quorum, as 
45 constitute a majority. The addition of 
four new senators will make the member- 
ship 92, in which case 47 would be necessa- 
ry for the control. And should the demo- 
crats gain these new states, it would give 
them the required number, 
Republican Fakes. 

Then comes a problematical election of 
Senator Hill as governor of New York. 
Democrats are counting strongly on this, 
but are doubtful if they will control the 
general assembly. In case of Hill’s election 
he will undoubtedly appoint a democratic 
successor to himself in the senate imme- 
diately after his inauguration, but at the 
next session of the assembly, if it should 
be republican, it will choose a republican 
senator. It must not be overlooked, in the 
anxiety about the house, that the domina- 
tion of the democrats in the senate is se- 
riously threatened. The populists, if they 
should combine, would practically be able 
to dictate terms in the matter of organiza- 
tion and formation of committees. But at 
present a careful forecast gives the demo- 
crats the majority in the upper body, 

The republicans have never shown their 
power of mendacity to such an extent as at 
the present time. The reports they send 
out from Washington are incorrect, and 
are calculated to make it appear that there 
is great friction between the democratic 
campaign committee and the president. 
One statement which hag been sent broad- 
cast is that the president’s ‘etters have been 
cut out of the campaign book. Another is 
that Senator Faulkner is profligate in the 
expenditure of money, and The New 
York Tribune devotes a column to what 
it terms the disorganized condition of the 
democratic headquarters. This is to be 
credited least of all. Nothing that Sena- 
tor Faulkner has in charge could be dis- 
organized. He ig an able executive, and his 
work is far more systematic than that of 
his rival chairman, Babcock, at the head 
of the republican committee.

It is also 
claimed that France has protested against 
the shipment of munitions of war from 
England to Madagascar and the enrollment 
of British subjects in the military services 
ef the Hovas. 

It is known that an ex-cavalry officer in 
the British army has gone out to Madagas- 
car to act as commander-in-chief of the | 
Hova forces, he having taken part in the 
Hova campaign against the French in 
Madagascar in 1885. Another British officer 
has engaged to serve as adjutant general in 
the Hova army and hundreds of settlers 
in south Africa, of all nationalities, are 
prepared to join the Hovas in the event 
of war, they having been offered five shil- 
lings a day and a pilot of land if the Hovas 
are successful. The Hova army now con- 
sists of two divisions of infantry well 
armed and drilled, and the Hova aypthori- 
ties claim that they will be able before 
January ist to take the fleld with 100,000 
men. 

Later advices say there is no foundation 
for the report that the Madagascar ports 
have been blockaded. 

Foreign diplomats regard the situation 
as hopeful and believe the difficulties vill 
be settled amicably between England and 
France. 

Madagascar’s Ports Blockaded. 

Anantarivo, Madagascar, October 3.—A 
blockade of the ports of the island of 
Madagascar has been proclaimed by France. 

The resident general has gone to Tama- 
tave. He has been instructed to take 
measures to protect the colonists in the 
event of war. 

What the French Press Says. 
. Paris, October 3.—The Figaro referring 
to affairs in Madagascar, says the Hovas 
alone oppose the control of the island by 
the French. 

The Matin says the relations between 

France and Great Britain were never more 
tranquil than they are at the present time, 
and that no dispute between the two gov- 
ernments over Madagascar is possible. 
- Le Journal says that unless tne Hovas 
fully and entirely satisfy the demands 
made upon them by M. Lemyre de Viliers, 
the special French envoy to Madagascar, 
his governms ill adopt vigorous meas- 
ures to enff its claims.

An Inquiry Concerning Silver Legis- 
lation of 1890. 


To the Editor: Under the -legislation of 
1890 what were the least number of grains 
of pure silver the secretary of the United 
States treasury was allowed to purchase for 
$1? In what was the purchase of silver bul- 
lion.paid? How much was the secretary of 
the treasury required to coin each month? 
I ha¥e searched for this information in 
vain in all the reference books at command, 

READER. 

Answer—This bill enacts that the secre- 
tary of the Unilted States treasury is di- 
rected to purchase from time to time silver 
bullion to the aggregate amount of 4,600,000 
ounces, or as much thereof as may be of- 
fered in each month at the market price 


| thereof, not exceeding $1 for 371.25 grains 


of pure silver, and to issue in payment of 
such purchase of silver, treasury notes of 
the United tSates to be prepared by the 
secretary of the treasury, in such form and 
of such denominations, not less than $1 nor 
more than $1,000, as he may preacribe. 

That the secretary of the treasury shall, 
each month, coin 2,000,000 ounces of silver 
bullion purchased under the provisions of 
this act into standard silver dollars until 
the Ist day of Janluary, 1891, and after that 
he shall coin of thé silver bullion purchased 
under the provisions of this act as much 
as may be necessary to provide for the re- 
demption of the treasury notes herein pro- 
vided for, and any gain or seigniorage aris- 
ing from such coinage shall be accounted 
for and paid into the treasury. 

This act took effect thirty days after the 
date of approval by the president, which 
was Julv 14, 1890.
